U.S. Espionage in Russia 


MOSCOW, () —-Izvestia, the 
govermment newspaper, published 
today a letter accusing corres- 
pondent Robert Magidoff of spy- 
ing for an American espionage 
service, 

Magidoff said he had been in- 
formed by the Soviet press de- 
partment that his further work 
here is impossible and his fur- 
ther residence is undesirable.. He 
plans to leave within two. or 
three days. 

(In New York his mother said 
Magidoff is a U.S. citizen.) 

Magidoff had served the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co., the Ex- 
change Telegraph (British) and 
the McGraw-Hill Publishing Co., 
New York. He once was on the 
Associated Press staff here. The 
denunciation of his activities was 
contained in a letter Izyestia at- 
tributed to a girl from Michigan 


who became his secretary after 
working in the U.S. embassy here. 

Izvestia quoted the secretary, 
Cecilia Nelson, as saying Magi- 
doff had dispatched reports in 
U.S. diplomatic pouches, not sub- 
ject to censorship. 

“It is evident from these docu- 
ments that Magidoff has _ been 
systematically receiving from the 
United States assignments for the 
collection of espionage informa- 
tion in the U.S.S.R. and that in 
the McGraw-Hill publishing house, 
whose official stationery was used 
for all these letters, there are 
some employes who are utilizing 
their employment in this publish- 


ing house for purposes of espion- | 


age.”

WASHINGTON, (®) — Two 
Southern California Republican 
congressmen today asked a con- 
. Sressional investigation of what 
they called Arizona and Colorado 
lobbying in connection with the 
dispute over Colorado river wa- 
ter. 

Reps. Poulson and McDonough 
said in a joint statement that 
the central Arizona project as- 
sociation spent $64,000 last year 
in lobbying and that Gov. Osborn 
of Arizona has requested a state 
appropriation of $125,000 for lob- 
bying activities during the com- 
ing year. 

They said a stream of propa- 
ganda against the state of Cali- 
fornia is coming from both Ari- 
zona and Colorado with design 
to confuse congress about the 
proposed central Arizona reclam- 
ation project. 

Southern California opposes the 
project on the grounds that it 
would use Colorado river water 
which belongs to California. 

The two congressmen suggest- 
ed the investigation by the house 
subcommittee on publicity and 
propaganda. 

Within the past two weeks, 
California congressmen have is- 
sued six other statements pre- 
senting their side of the Arizona- 
California water controversy. 
Poulson issued two, and Reps. 
Hinshaw, Fletcher, Nixon and 
McDonough, one each. All are 
Republicans.

KREMLIN, Okla. (®) —A 
dump truck crashed into a speed- 
ing Rock Island train yesterday, 
derailing three coaches and kill- 
ing two passengers.

cases even instructions how best 
to make the acquaintance of Sov- 
iet persons and best to obtain re- 
quisite information. 

“In a letter from the United 
States on the stationery of Mc- 
Graw-Hill, dated June 26, 1947, 
addressed to Magidoff, there are 
instructions to collect detailed 
information about underground 
buildings. 

“The document gives the fol- 
lowing direct indication: 

““‘Our task i to collect on the 
given question the most detailed 
and complete information pos- 
sible. This also applies to other 
materials having direct bearing 
on questions on which you will be 
able to gather information’.” 

A letter of last June 25, she 
said, asked Magidoff “what re- 
search is being conducted in the 
sphere of atomic energy?” and 
another of July 30 sought inform- 
ation on Soviet air transport. 

Magidoff is a native of Russia, 
He came to this country in 1922 
and is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. 

He returned to Moscow 10 years 
ago and served for a time on the 
Associated Press staff. 

After Russia's entry into the 
European war, Magidoff made 
more than 1,000 broadcasts for 
NBC. An NBC spokesman in 
New York said Magidoff had 
made 14 trips to the battlefront, 
where he interviewed high rank- 
ing Russian military leaders and 
plain soldiers.

Thousands of coal miners were 
still idle today as John L. Lewis 
awaited a court decision Monday 
Qn contempt charges. A. strike 
threatened the New York Transit 
lines, and there were disorders 
in the New York stock exchange 
strike. 

In the mines principal pits 
still vacant were the so-called 
captive mines in Pennsylvania. 
These are owned by the steel 
companies. In other states the 
percentage at work varied from 
nearly 100 to less than 50. 

Meantime a strike threat hung 
over New York City’s municipal- 
ly owned transit lines. The union 
is demanding an imcrease in the 
five-cent fare to finance wage 
bosts. Mayor William O’Dwyer 
said he will not tolerate a strike.

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Stassen’s Victory With the People 
Of Nebraska Old Story for Him 


In spite of the opposition of the organized Republicans 
headed by Sen. Hugh Butler (R-Neb), Harold E. Stassen 
swept Nebraska just as he nad Wisconsin the weex before 
to definitely become one of the leading contenders for the 
GOP presidential nomination next June in Philadelphia. 

To make the ex-Minnesota governor's victory even more 
significant was the fact thot Sen. Robert A. Taft, who had 
the backing of the Butler gioup, ran a poor third which all 
but eliminates him from very seriwus consideration. Thomas 
E. Dewey was more prominent than he was at Wisconsin 
but the fact remains that he ran only second and loss of 
Prestige can be very serious when convention delegates 
start casting their ballots. 

The ability to go over the heads of party leaders di- 
rectly to the people is an old story for Stassen. He had to 
do the same thing to become the chief executive of Minne- 
sota and once he was in he was never defeated again until 
he resigned to enter the navy during the war. The 41-year- 
old presidential aspirant did an outstanding job in his home 
state and gives every indication that he would be able to 
fill the larger shoes needed to capably serve in the White 
House. 

Should Stassen receive the Republican nomination and 
eventually be elected president, he will have single-handedly 
engineered a revolution in American politics. For it isn't 
very often that a candidate aspiring for high national office 
expresses his stands on so many vital issues of the day as 
clearly and definitely as Stassen has. 

The American public knows by now just where Stassen 
stands. He has carefully avoided straddling the fence on 
any important problem, no matter how controversial it might 
be. In other words, he has been sincere in every word he 
has uttered and his discussions have always been simple 
and clear and not enmeshed in a maze of ambiguous con- 
tradictions. 

One other candidate has been equally honest in his 
convictions and that’s Sen. Taft. But unfortunately he has 
never had the political appeal that it takes to become presi- 
dent through the normal channels of a national election. 

- Talk continues to grow that if Stassen, Dewey and 
possibly Taft are deadlocked at convention time. Sen. Arthur 
Vandenberg might be the strongest “dark horse” candidate. 
Hig expert handling of foreign affairs has earned the vener- 
able Michigan senator a lot of friends both in congress and 
among the people. But one thing will be held against 
Vandenberg and that is his age. He is 68 years old and if 
elected he would be nearing 70 at the time of his inaugura- 
tion. This is an important fact to consider in the light of 
what happened to Franklin D. Roosevelt just before the end 
of the war. 

The stock of Stassen, however, is continuing its up- 
ward trend as some people always have said it would. 
He is apparently winning the confidence of people every- 
where and there is no doubt that he would even draw 
votes from many people who wouldn't ordinarily vote 
Republican. It might be well for party leaders to become 
cognizant of this fact and stop their what might become 
hopeless opposition to him.
